The nomioeíf speaking to several 
thousand gathered on the lawn of his 
home here, asserted the former posi­ 
tion to be that represented by Pres 
ident Coolicige, the latter to be ex 
amplified by the LaFollette indepen­ 
dent candidacy and interposed the de­ 
mocratic party with one conservative 
and one radical candidate on its tick 
et,'hoping to g*k votes by avoiding 
the issue. 
' ¿ 
Contending that a formidable attack 
has been launched on the fUndamen 
tal principles of the Constitution, Mr. 
Dawes characterized the LaFollette 
movement as the chief opponent of the 
republican national ticket, and said he 
considered adherence to the principal 
fundamentals of the constitution the 
foremost Issue in the November elec­ 
tion. 
This-issue was stressed by the nom­ 
ine© in his address, but he also dis^ 
cused two-.other questions at equal 
length the League of Nations and the. 
world court. 
He announced his stand on the re- 
publican platform declaration against 
any entrance into the League and 
assailted the deiillocratic position as an 
invitation to enter again that fog of 
debate in a public referendum. He 
commended the proposal of the pres­ 
ent administration for adherence to 
the permanent court of international
